As the pa- 
tients pass through the door and 
take their seats at the tables they 
are counted, and if one is found 
missing an immediate search is be- 
gun. They have the same food that 
is provided for every other hall iu 
the asylum, but are deprived of 
many articles of table service. 
Knives and forks are never seen iu 
this hall. The patients are obliged 
to eat with spoons. Glasswaro is 
also prohibited, and they drink from 
heavy china cups. 
While eating 


they are watched by attendants, 
•whose duty it is to see that they do 
not take away anything from the 
table when the meals are over. In 
order to be clor.hly sure of this. 
every spoon and piece of crockery is 
counted before and after each meal. 
Between meals these articles are 
kept under lock and key 


About an hotir after breakfast and 


dinner the patients are taken for 
their daily exercise in the asylum 
grounds, • accompanied by attend1 
ants. 
During these walks they 


have to be most carefully watched, 
in order to prevent them from pick- 
ing up any article which might be 
used to commit suicide after they 
have returned to the halL On one oc- 
casion a man who was known to 
have made several attempts at self- 
destruction before being sent to the 
asylum came very near eluding the 
vigilance of his keepers. While 
walking with the other patients iu 
the grounds his eye chanced to light 
upon a piece of broken glass lying 
near the path. He was cunning 
enough to know that if he stooped 
to pick it up he would be observed. 
so he feigned to stumble and fell in 
a heap on the ground, securing the 
coveted article and secreting it in 
his pocket. His actions on return- 
ing to the hall fortunately aroused 
the suspicions of an attendant. 
He 


was searched, and the glass was 
found. 


The rooms are so arranged that 


an attendant sitting at one end of 
the hall can keep every bed in every 
room in a direct line of his vision. 
The patients are obliged to retire 
promptly at 9 o'clock. They strip 
off every article of clothing, "night- 
shirts are given them and they go 
to bed in a body.- Their clothing is 
left on chairs in the corridor out- 
side of their rooms, and the doors 
are securely locked. 


From the moment they lay their 


heads on the pillows until it is time 
to rise in the morning two attend- 
ants, one at each end of the hall, 
watch them. If one should move in 
bed in a manner to excite the suspi- 
cion of the watchers, they are at his 
bedside in a moment to see what he 
is about. The strain placed upon 
the, attendants in the hall of suicides 
is so great that some of them are 
unable to stand it for more than a 
few weeks at a time. Then they 
ask for a transfer to another hall or 
el'se.resign. 


So carefully are the patients in 


this hall looked after that noue has 
yet succeeded in committing suicide 
there. There have been suicides in 
Bloomingdale, but the patients have 
been inmates of other halls in whom 
the suicidal mania has suddenly de- 
veloped. 


It IB a peculiarity of patients so 


afflicted that in a majority of cases 
they are to all outward appearances 
perfectly sano. They speak aud act 
like rational beings, can carry on a 
conversation in a logical manner 
and, apart from tho.melancholy ex- 
pression of their countenances, give 
no evidence) of mental disturbance 
Suicide seems remote from their 
thoughts, yet alienists know from 
experience that those patients who 
never refer to their designs are tho 
ones who need the moat careful 
watching. 
Indeed attendants arc 


lesb appuheti«u<> foi the wtttj ot 
tho patients suffering from pro- 
nounced melancholia than they are 
oC th*> apparently rntiomil ones, for 
the reason that their suicidal m-o- 
I«MWi1ics no not of stuh in utive 
nature.—New York Sun.

The story was not a very weird 


one, 
consisting mostly of the rumor 


that on certain nights this door 
opened anrl a former master of the 
house came forth to wander about.

But the door was there, and there 
was a mystery about .it which was 
still unsolved through all the years.

THE SHORE LARK.

Wo all haw read in prose and 


rerst- of ihe .-kylark of \v<-^tern Eu- 
•«]X-; how nuuiy <jf us know tbat 
A'fe have a nkylark of our own' 


In ?U3iimei- 1 never see him. In 


\f:t>-ji<-hu-><-!t3 ho is merely a re~i^ 
lent from October lo April, and is 
jot a skylark at all, going to Labra- 
3or to >ing and breed. As a winter 
risitor he is found as far south as 
fi"asbington. In western New York 
he comes in February, breeds in. 
s-arly spring and goes in November, 
breeding also in Minnesota. Wheth- 
er he is found in all the region thus 
outlined I do not know ; very likely 
his range to tbe northwest is still 
greater. 


.Should I lose my calendar, I should 


know by the appearance of tbe lark 
that the date was Feb. 15 : the nier- 
iury may bo at zero, but that is none 
of his business. Other winter birds 
—as the arctic sparrow and yellow 
bird, tbe latter disguised as a female 
—seek deep ravines, where, amid 
thick brushwood and tall weeds, 
they are protected from cold and 
storm, but the shore lark betakes 
himself to high, open fields, less 
perhaps to enjoy the keen north 
wind than to find earth from which 
the gales have swept away the snow, 
exposing the seeds he is after. 


In June and earlier the shore lark 


becomes a skylark 
The old world 


lark is said to climb a spiral stair 
with bis nest at its foot; ours goes 
drifting through the sky, keeping at 
about the same height from the 
ground, going tip and coming down 
a. little, turning in all directions in 
a mazy dance as be flutters slowly 
along, going a mile perhaps before, 
sailing down in a long slant, be 
conies bnfk to earth, but not back 
to his nest, so far as I know. 
Even now his song does not cease — 
mounting a stona, be goes right en. 
The English lark is lost to sight 
sometimes, and ours is often hard to 
see: you will listen and look somo 
little time before you get your eye 
on him. Soon after midsummer be 
ceases to sing. 
- He is nocturnal m winter ; if you 
wish to know whether be is to be 
found in your fields, go out in a 
calm snowstorm in the evening 
when no sound ifj beard but tbe soft 
crush of the snowflakes and listen. 
A soft snowfall makes him as jubi- 
lant as a gentle spring rain doeb a 
flock of robins, and you will, if he i 
present, soon bear bis" Chee-che-ch- 
ch-cb.-ch.-chw '" the notes faii'ly tum- 
bling over eacb other in tho middle. 
As a skylark be sings it constantly 
over and over, but now he. waits 
long enough for a comrade to repeat 
it. 


Tho hermit thrush would not think 


this melody at all, but if I like tbe 
general character of a bird I like his 
attempts to sing, and I greatly like 
and esteem the shore lark. And I 
suspect that the old world lark o\\ es 
more to bis domestic disposition and 
tho sum of liis qualities than to his 
ability as a songtter. 
Our lark 


walks like a crow and i= no more 
likely to light in <* treo than is a 
goose ; a fence or a wall is the only 
substitute for tho earth or a t-tono. 
His back is tho tint of road dust, he 
is white beneath, a large black cres- 
cent, with its horns pointing up- 
ward, is on bis breast and a smaller 
one on each side of bis head. Tbe oar 
coverts make a pair of sharp and 
slender "horntr," not very conspicu 
ons, however — Vick's JUagaxme.

A very important element in tbe 


spread of plague m houses and lo- 
calities are rats and other animals. 
It has been found that rats, mice, 
snakes, beetles, husp, flics, dogs and 
jackals arc infected during an epi- 
demic. It is significant that the pure- 
ly horbivcrou1* animals—horses, ox- 
en, sheep, goats and rabbits*.—aro ex- 
empt. Rats die in largo numbers, 
and generally this phenomenon is 
observed in advance of the appear- 
ance of tho plague among human 
beings. Tbe cau.se of their infection 
is still a. subject of discussion. The 
soil becomes infected, and a very 
commou belief in oriental countries 
is that the, rat contracts tho disease 
from miasmatic emanations from 
tho -oil, but this has never been 
soJentiGiMlly dejnoiihtrateJ and is 
probably incorrect. Tho fact that 
mortality among rats precedes an 
outbreak of plague among human 
boings is explained by Lowson by

empty hom:r. When the late Sir Fred- 
eric Leigiirau, president of the Royal 
acauemy ami foremost among British 
artists. cou(-eiv<*>$ the idea of his famous 
painting, '-Cymoi: and Iphigeuia," he 
sought in all quarters of the continent 
for a suitable model to pose as the 
sleeping maideii, now so familiar iu his 
fiui.-hed canvas. After a fruitless search 
of sis months he came upon the iucar- 
iiatioii of his soul's ideal in the capital 
of his native laud. Curiously enough, 
he found the model he had so long 
soughs behind the footlights of a thea- 
ter. 


She was iliss Dorothy Dene, a young 


woman of remarkable beauty, both iu 
face and figure. Sir Frederic told her of 
his inspiration, the contemplated eaii- 
yas and her fulfillment of bis ideal for 
the central figure. Miss Dene graciously 
consented to pose for *him, and eight 
months latex the artist's conception of a 
beatifal picture became a reality and 
was the most admired of all Sir Fred- 
eric's works. 


Miss Dens is as perfect a type of 


Greek beauty as can be found at the 
present day. Every line of her face and 
figure is classical in the highest degree. 
She is raiher above the average in 
height, bas long, lithe limbs and au ex- 
quisitely molded bust. Her hair is curly 
and golden, and her lustrous eyes have 
the hue of violets. In addition to all 
these charms she is said to possess the 
most beautiful complexion of any wom- 
an in Europe. What wonder that such 
a superb creature inspired Sir Frederic 
o his greatest efforts!

Her form and features can be readily 
recognized in a number of other works 
oy the same artist In Sir Frederic's 
painting of "Greek Girls Playing Bali" 
sae is represented as the maidea who is 
catching the ball.

Miss Dene's shapely arms may be noted 
a "Summer Moon," another well 
mown painting by Leighton.

The traditional 


itandard iu spelling is perfection- 
Bat this standard is unreasonable 
and consequently cannot be too soon 
abandoned. 


And Even Unto the Ends of the 


Earth Munyon is Supreme. 


My researches in spelling were 


made in the form of tests, the num- 
ber of children examined reaching 
nearly 33,000. My first test consist- 
ed of a column of 50 words, the sec- 
ond of words in sentences and the 
third of spelling as found in compo- 
sitions. On directing our attention 
to the results of these tests we are 
confronted by a number of interest- 
ing phenomena. The most striking 
of these are: First, that in the vast 
majority of instances the results are 
very close. In 13 of the 21 schools 
where test was made .the averages 
on the second test were from 73.3 to 
77.9. 
Second, while the results in 


the lower grades of different schools 
showed considerable variation, those 
in the eighth year classes, which rep- 
resent the end of the school course, 
were remarkably even. 
In 13 of 


17 eighth year grades the aver- 
ages were from 84 to S8, and in 15 
of a total of 20 sets of eighth grado 
compositions examined for spell- 
ing the variations were only three 
tenths of 1 per cent, the results ly- 
ing between 99.1 and 99.4. 


These figures become doubly re- 


markable when we consider that 
the 21 schools not only represent in- 
stitutions in many sections of our 
country, but that in addition they 
are samples of schools conducted 
under all conceivable 5 conditions. 
Further, from a pedagogical stand- 
point, all varieties of schools are in 
eluded, some of them belonging to 
the most mechanical, while others 
are among the most progressive in 
our country. 


Do not these results indicate tha 


in learning to spell maturity is the 
eading factor, while method play 
mly a subordinate part? And, if 
:he superiority of the old fashioned 
pelling grind cannot be demonstrat- 
;d, is it not our duty to save tha 
ihild from this grind? Moreover, 
is the results prove that beyond a 
certain minimum the compensation 
'or time devoted to spelling is 
scarcely if at all appreciable, have 
we not here discovered an element 
of waste, which, if eliminated, 
would open the way to an equal en- 
richment of the course of study 
without detriment to the formal 
tranches ?—Dr. 3. M. Rice in Forum.

There is a greai 
gain, too, in having well filled rows of 
evenly distributed plants. Jfo seed drill 
vill place the seed exactly right—it 
eaves either too many or too few. Soroo 
jf the seeds fail to grow, aud the. plants 
coino up uneven, but the transplanting 
plan gives even rows. 


Oiiioii plants arc. hardy enough to re- 


cover from the effects of transplanting. 
'.t the soil about the plants is dry when 
:hey are taken up, the threadlike roots 
are apt to break off close to the bulb. 
To prevent this, the soil should be wet 
until it is soft before plants are taken 
up. Before beginning to transplant I 
lave tiio ground thoroughly fitted aud 
all marked oft iu long straight rows. 
Then several hundred plants are taken 
:o the field at a time and kept thorough- 
ly wet during tho work of setting out, 
which is done with a sharp, flat stick 
or dibble. I set the plants nearly six 
inches apart. I usud to set at four inch- 
es, but prefer to .give plenty of room. 
Even if one gets on an average a six 
ounce onion (many single bulbs weigh 
between one aud two pounds) for every 
half foot of space, that will give a yield 
of 400 bushels per acre when rows arc 
JS inches apart. 


The time to transplant is when tho 


soil is moist, as it. is a day or two af tar 
raiii- Oue can then do so much better 
work itiicl do it so much faster that it 
pays to wait and watch for the right 
time. When the surface soil is dry and 
loose, it is difficult to make suitable 
holes in it. When the dibble is drawn 
out, the soil falls iu and half fills the 
hole. 
Then if tho plant is inserted its 


roots coil up into a knot and are in dry 
soil and tco near the surface. 


In a Chnrch at The Hague.

A New ITmlder Crop. 


The soja beau is one of the newer fod- 


der plants that are not sufficiently appre- 
ciated, according to The American Agri- 
culturist, aotbority for the follow v*g: 
The soja beau is a leguminous or clo- 
verlike plant, which seems to possess 
great facility for getting its nitrogen 
from the air. 
The dry matter in either 


the green fodder or straw of the soja 
bean contains twice as much fat and 
protein as in fodder corn, while the 
grain is hardly exceeded in richness by 
cottonseed meal. Indeed, it is prohably 
true that- "these beans are the richest 
known vegetable substance," and as 
they can be raised in any climate or soil 
that will mature corn, this crop enables 
the northern farmer to ruise concentrat- 
ed feed instead of buying it. 


The medium green variety is best for 


forage, being leafy and succulent. In 
fairly fertile soil it will produce 10 to 
13 tons of green, fodder per acre. 
It 


should be sown in drills 2^ feet apart, 
using 1 to 13^ bushels of seed per acre. 
Sow about eoru planting time and cul- 
tivate freely early in the season. It will 
produce a valuable fodder for stall feed- 
ing in August or early September, to be 
fed green or put. into the silo' iu the pro- 
portion of one part soja bean to two 
parts of corn. Such, silage i? i balanced 
feed for milk cows. Tho black variety- 
is a good fodder plant, bnt not equal to 
the green. Both kinds will ripcu. seed 
wherever the larger kinds of corn ma- 
ture. Owing to tho wonderful root de- 
velopmeut of Iho medium green variety.

Nitrate of ?.><!». 


Nitrate of soda is seldom used iu the 


lomponuding of the fertilizers sold in 
Ohio, for the reason that a much cheap- 
er source of nitrogen is found in tho 
refuse of the western slaughter houses. 
Moreover, uitrutb of soda is an easily 
soluble s:iH, ;u>n it is doubtful whether 
it is advi:-r,!ilo to use. it in the fall, ".t 
which ti:;>e most fertilizers aro applied 
in Oh in. I:i our experiments it is ap- 
plied only iu the spring, after growth 
has ncgnuin the case of wheat, or at the 
time of planting in tho caso of spriii* 
crops. If sown on wheat about the mid- 
dle of April aud a timely rain follows, 
tho effect of the nitrate will be conspiu- 
nously manifest in a short time. 


In effectiveness dried blood stands be- 


low nitrate of soda, but it is probably 
perferablo to nitrate of soda for fall uso 
because its nitrogen is in a less easily 
soluble form than that of nitrato of 
soda.—Ohio Station Bulletin.

The object 
ia ashig the plaster is to change- the 
forin of this alkali so that it will dis- 
solve and wash away.

alight on a pinnacle or narrow crag 
overhanging some abyss. First of 
till he miifct estimate the distance to 
be traversed :md. having got it, 
whether by trigonometry or by some 
capricious method of his own. he 
has next to compute to the fraction 
of an ounce bow much propulsive 
force is required to project his body 
(.the exact weight oi which has to be 
takuu into account) precisely that 
dist.mc-e and not a quarter of an inch 
farther.

some way or other the calculation is 
made and JS completed in a time and 
with an unerring accuracy which 
completely put to shame the mathe- 
matical triumphs of the human in- 
tellect.—Black wood's.
